KILLED BY CARS. 


Mathew Tibby, a Kansas Stock Man, 
Mangied to Death by a Freight Train. 


A sad accident, resulting in the instant 

death of Mathew Tibby, a stock man from 

Erie, Neosho County, Kas., took place at the 

intersection of Twenty-first street and the 

Missouri Pacific Railway shortly before 6 
o’clock this morning. There has been no 

investigation made of the matter as yet 

by Coroner Auler, but from two of the un- 

fortunate man’s companions the story of his 

death is as follows: 

The stock train from the West running into 
the city had reached the Twenty-first street 
crossing,and, having some shunting to do, the 
engine cut loosefrom the train. On the ca- 
boose checking up and coming to a stand- 
still, Mr. Tibby went out onto the rear 
platform for the purpose of ascertaining how 
far they were from the depot. While stand- 
ing there conversing with a couple of his 
assistants, the engine backed up to couple on 
to the train, and the sudden jar hurled him head 
firat to the track, where the rear trucks of the 
cabooS8e passed over him before he could 
remove himself from his perilous position. A 
half dozen train men seeing the accident hast- 
ened to Mr. Tibby’s assistance, but it was 
quickly found of no a¥ail, as death had been 
instant, the wheels having passed over his 
hips, mangling them horribly and his life out 
atthe sametime. The body was removed to 
the Morgue by Sergeant Campbell, where an 
inquest will be held this afternoon.

THE FIRST MILE. 

After some delay at 12:15 the men got off 

With a capital start. Hanlan dashed in at a 


stroke at the rate of 42 to the minute, and-at™ 


once drew tothe front. Elliott struck at the 
rate of 40 to the minute and 
exerted all his enormous strength, but 
splashed now and then, and his boat did not 
travel well. Hanlan got a lead of four 
lengths at Red Heugh bridge, the time for 
the mile being six minutes eleven and one- 
seconds, the Canadian leading by 
five lengths. Hanlan now slowed 
down and contented himself with keeping the 


advantage, and eventually won very easily by 


eight lengths in good time, in 21 minutes and 
Il second. There was an enormous crowd at 
Scotswood on his arrival, whocheered Hanlan 
to the eeho. 


The Race.

It provides that no mght ae- 
cruing under any certificate of natur- 
alization shall be questioned, nor shall such 
certificate be invalid by reason of any 
defect through irregularity or illegality in any 
act of naturalization of two years from date 
thereof, unless occasioned by actual or inten- 
tional fraud on the part of the holder of such 
certificate. 

By Mr. Sanford—Prohibiting the hoarding 
of money in the Treasury and prohibiting the 
increase of the interest-bearing debt of the 
United States. 

The bill makes it unlawful for money to be 
hoarded in the Treasury and provides that 
all money inthe Treasury not necessary for 
the payment of the ordinary expenses of the 
Government shall be used for the payment 
of outstanding United States bonds. Section 
2 prohibits the incre: ise of interest-bearing 
debt, and section 3 inflicts a penalty of 
$5,000, together with removal from office, up- 
on any Government official Violating the pro- 
visions of the bill.

When two men after quarreling make up 
they will never rake up that old quarrel, but 
ifthey are gentlemen and men of honor ob- 
serve a delicate silence aboutit. Practi- 
cally they would not have made up if they 
continued their quarrel by discussing who 
was right or wrong. Andso real peace 
or national harmony is impossible as long 
as the Hateites of the North or the foolish 
twaddlers of the South continue to discuss 
who and what was right in the late war. 
But the Northern Hateites have the excuse 
of practical gain in securing by it party 
capital and possibly party success, while the 
Southernfools have not even this excuse. 
On the contrary, such speeches as that of 
Mr. Morgan hurt the South only and only 
help the miserable cause of the Northern 
stalwarts. 
AN IMPORTANT PRECEDENT. 

Of the importance of freight discrimina- 
tions to the commerce of a city, no more 
stnking evidence could be furnished than 
by the recent course of the merchants of 
New York. They have employed one of the 
ablest lawyers of the city, Mr. Simon Sterne, 
with a great many other lawyers to assist 
him, to expose the manner in which the 
railroads discriminate against them. They 
secured the appointment of 
a special committee by the Leg- 
islature of their State. In his 
opening speech Mr. Sterne presented some 
remarkable facts and figures to illustrate 
the growing power of capital and corpora- 
tions and the unjust and arbitrary discrim- 
inations of the railroad corporations of that 
State. All in all the proceeding is both 
novel and important. The Chambers of 
Commerce and Boards_of Trade of the city 
of New York complained for yews tit the 
railroads caused.siarge diversion and loss 
of trake ‘co that city by discriminations in 
freight ; that this had became so important 
as to threaten a decay of New York’s com- 
merce and to require a thorough investiga- 
tionand remedy. At last they have suc- 
ceeded in obtaining the desired investiga- 
tion and putting hundreds of railroad offi- 
cials under oath and on the witness stand. 

In his masterly opening address, which 
occupied fully two hours, Mr. Sterne pre- 
sented the following interesting review of 
the extraordinary growth of railroads in 


have 


this country: 

**Tn 1845 the State of New York had 721 miles 
of rail; in 1875, 5,550. In the United States 
the mileage in 1845 was 4,633; in 1877, 78,000 
miles, with a nominal capital invested of $5, - 
000,000,000. In 1845 the capital represented 
by the New York railways was $18,000,000. 
The capital stock and debts are now about 
$500,000 ,000, an average cost of about $80,000 
per mile. The aggregate gross earnings of the 
railroads in New York State in 184) were 
about $2,000,000. The aggregate gross re- 
ceipts in 1875 were about $70,000,000—now 
nearly $95,000,000. This vast power has been 
permitted to grow up and overshadow almost 
every other interest in society, without any 
responsibility for its management to any one 
except, as I shall hereafter show, an illusory 
one to its stockholding interest. 

**We find thatin 1850 there were in the 
State of New York, with a mileage of 1,230 
miles, twenty-six operated railways; that the 
average number of miles controlled by each 
railway was about forty-five miles, and now, 
with almost 6,000 miles of railroad, the num- 
ber of roads has increased to but fifty, while 
the mileage has risen, and half this mileage 
and half these companies are now controlled 
by the Erie, the Delaware and Hudson aad 
the New York Central Railroad. The New 
York Central alone controls one-fifth of our 
railway mileage of the State, one-sixth is un- 
der the control of the Erie; and these corpora- 
tions have under lease and control in other 
States a mileage at least double that which 
they operate here. ’’ 

With respect to the diversion of trade 
from New York he said: 

**T firmly believe that before we shall have 
concluded the evidence we shall show to you 
that this diversion of trade from New York, 
this growth of rival cities, is mainly due to 
the peculiarities of management of our rail- 
way lines, which in many instances give 
through rates from and to Liverpool from wes- 
tern centers at rates almost as lowas the ocean 
freights alone would be from New York to 
Liverpool, ow Liverpool to New York. 

**We charge and shall prove to you that our 
railway companies have shamelessly evaded 
the provisions as to ten per centum dividends 
in the watering of their stock and in the issu- 
ing of their bonds, so that the declaration of 
dividends gives us now no clew as to what is 
actually earned upon actual cost of. the 
roads.’’ 

This investigation may serve as a most 
important precedent for our own State and 
the merchants of Sj. Louis. Atleast three 
of the most importantroads of this State, 
that traverse it from one border to the 
other, the Chicago and Alton, the Hannibal 
and St. Joseph and the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas, are notoriously run against the 
interests of St. Louis and for the special 
No freight discrimina- 
tionsin New York can possibly equal those 
against which the merchants of St. Louis 
are complaining. It will be well for them 
to watch the proceedings in New York, as 
they may furnish both a precedent and an 
ultimate remedy for our own grievances.

M& There is another person in New York 
who is a man of fine ability and pure char- 
acter, who has not one-thousandth part of 
the enemies of Mr. Tilden, who 
is beth a thorough gentleman and 
a man ; who would make 
@ most expedient candidate because he 
would be sure of the largest part of the 
German vote and sure of his election. We 
mean, of course, William Dorsheimer. It 
is true that he is not generally thought or 
spoken of in connection with the Presi- 
dency. »But the same was true in the case 
of Polk or Pierce. And there seem to be 
even greater reasons for the nomination of 
a candidate little thought of now but free 
from the hostility and jealousy of fac- 
tions than there were when Polk or 
Pierce were nominated by the Democrats, 
Harrison was nominated by the Whigs or 
Hayes by the Republicans. 

And now, in return, we would like to ask 
our highly esteemed contemporary in New 
York a few simple questions: 

Is it not plain that there is greater and 
more bitter opposition to Mr. Tilden in- 
side the Democratic party than against any 
other or all other candidates together?

Interesting Letter from the Ex-Gov- 
ernor on Tom Ewing, Order No. 11 
and the Present Political Situation.

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Mr. George C. Bingham, the distinguished 
artist, has written a | letter denouncing in 
severe terms the nof Hon. Themas 
Ewing for Gevernor of UPio on account of 
his Ordef No. 11, issued when in command on 
our Western border. He describes him as 
‘*at heart a selfish and unscrupulous despot, 
and a Demeacrat only for place and power.’’ A 
long friendship for Mr. Ewing and a goed 
deal of intimacy with him during the 
war have impressed me with an entire- 
ly different opinion of his personal 
character, and if his political convictions 
were puton only for place and power, he 
has certainly aired them in a State where De- 
mocracy has not been exactly the road to ap- 
pointment as in Missouri, and has clung to 
his party through fifteen years of defeat, when 
he could as readily have led in the councils of 
the nation had he chosen to give in to Repub- 
lican misgovernment. 

That Mr. Bingham is penetrated with a very 
artistic View of thesubject matter of this order 
isshown in his appeal made in behalf of ‘‘a 
helpless and disarmed population,’’ and his 
recommendation to the Democracy of Ohio to 
present him on their banners ‘‘as driving be- 
fore him terror-stricken mothers, grand- 
mothers and maidens whom he deemed 
more worthy of his flashing blade than men in 
arms who could give as well as receive 
blows.’’ This will do for canvas, but scarcely 
for print. In fact it was only a few days since, 
ina visit to the studio of Mr. Bingham at 
Columbia to see his exquisite painting of 
Musidora, that,noticing his ‘‘Orde: No, 11°’ 
which hung uponthe wall, some conversa- 
tion ensued wherein he made 
this remark. ‘‘*The public generally 
does not know what constituted’ the 
great atrocity of that order; it was, that it 
forced union families, as well as rebel fami- 
lies, to abandon their homes and all.’’ Now, 
Gen. Ewing was a Federal officer at that time, 
and, however mistaken he may have been in 
this as aremedy for that vindictive border 
feud, yet the application of it impartially to 
both sides must acquit him of any wrongful 
intent and show that he conceived it to bea 
matter of military urgency, if not necessity. 
There were Many measures adopted 
by the opposing forces during 
the war, and especially in our own State, 
not at ail calculated to win approval in time of 
profound peace, but if the advocates of a 
policy of reconciliation, for which Mr. Bing- 
ham has been distinguished, and of Democra- 
cy, in which he is equally pronounced, insist 
that by-gones be by-gones, why shall not 
crimination cease against those who have worn 
the blue equally with such as have donned the 
gray? The very antithesis, too, which Mr. 
Bingham makes in his letter by a virulent 
thrust at Confederate leaders, whilst it ac- 
knowledges _ the need of counter- 
point to such an _ attack at this 
day, yet does not give any additional weight 
to the criticism upon Mr. Ewing. It is not 
always that the qualities which commend their .. 
possessor for civil station are tha@se which win 
admiratien in war, and at present it is certain- 
ly in the former light alone that, Mr. Ewing’s 
fitness asthe candidate of his party is to be 
judged of. That he has _- great 
abilities, strong Democratic sympa- 
thies, much openness of expression, 
and large acquaintance with the workings of 
government, all know. That he will prove 
equally able and trustworthy in executive as in 
parliamentary position, those will have most 
confidence who know him best. And for one 
1 am free to say that, although not acquainted 
with Mr. Foster, his competitor, yet were I 
in Ohio I should unquestionably give Mr. 
Ewing my support, if for ne other reason, 
because the success of Mr. Foster would 
go far to make possible the re-election of Gen. 
Graht, or, what would be still worse, might 
render probable the elevation of Secretary 
Sherman to the Presidency. This latter would 
install an officialism prepared to crystalize 
into a permanent policy for our people those 
now dom inant ideas ef national banks, financial 
contraction, protective duties, ocean subsidies, 
and railroad rings, which have so plundered 
the great agricultural sections at the bidding 
of organized capital asto make the States 
mere provinces tributary to the power throned 
in Wall Street. Of that system Secretary Sher- 
man isthe incarnation, and his triumph, or 
that of Mr. Foster, who is accredited his 
representative in Ohio, would, in my opmgion,

Lively Scenes at the Hotels Yes- 
terday. 


The various hotels presented a very animat- 
ed appearance yesterday morning at 11 
o’clock, owing to the presence of a large 
number of gentlemen here from a distance who 
had been in attendance on the races. Horse 
men are a somewhat peculiar class of people, 
and have ways and looks of their own. A good 
many of them are fancy fellows who wear very 
flashy clotnes, while others are quite plain 
and have a sort of devil-may-care style 
about them that is quite refreshing. As 
the reporter of the Post-DiIsPpaTcHn stood in 
the rotunda of the Lindell, he had a 
good opportunity to see a fair representation 
of that portion of the American sporting fra- 
ternity which takes peculiar delight in the un- 
certainties of horseflesh—a somewhat differ- 
ent crowd from a convention of ministers, but 
gentlemanly-looking fellows for all that. 

It was Sunday, and the races were over. 
The flush ones were flush, and the ‘‘broke’’ 
ones were ‘‘broke.’’ but all alike seemed to 
be in a pleasant mood. Most 
of them were young men, say from twenty- 
five to forty. Here and there wasa gray head, 
the owner of which finds it hard to give up a 
fascination that the hale and the vigorous 
seem best fitted to enjoy. Everybody was 
discussing the events of the week just passed, 
going through a kind of runuing commentary 
on the prominent features ot the meeting, and 
it is safe to remark that the St. Louis Jockey 
Club came in for most generous praise on 
every hand. Those who had 
attended the meeting last year said the one 
this year was a great improvement, while 
those who were not here last year said they 
were astonished at what a position St. Louis 
had taken, all of a sudden, in the racing king- 
dom. The reporter talked with 

GEN. BUFORD, 

of Kentucky, who is the owner of Solicitor 
and Good Night, as well as many other dis- 
tinguished horses, and who is well posted 
in turf matters. Heisa thorough Kentuck- 
ian—you may say an ideal Kentuckian— 
of immense frame, over six feet high, and 
weighing fully three hundred pounds. He 
hasaplain, homely face, and eyes that are 
somewhat after the style of Strabismus Ben 
Butler. Indress, he avoids all attempt at 
display, and would be taken by most peopie 
for a hardworking but well-fed farmer. He 
is a kind of daddy of Kentucky horse-racing, 
and is lecked up to by the younger men wher- 
“ver he goes with reverence and re- 
spect. He was very willing to 
express himself for the benefit of the Posp- 
DISPATCH. 

‘*How are you pleased with St. Louis this 
time, General?’’ 

‘*Ohk, first-rate, first-rate; a better meeting 
than you had last year; a great improvement, 
I think.’’ 

‘*Do you think St. Louis is going to prove a 
good point for racing?’’ 

‘*There is not a better place in the country, 
and if thg@c jub here is well managed, racing 
will beco as popular here as at Louis- 
ville.’’ a 

‘*‘How do the crowds that have attended 
during the last week compare with those that 
attend other meetings on the circuit?’’ 

‘*Your races here this year have been about 
as well patronized as those of Louisville, and 
better than those of many other cities. I 
think

ought to feel much encouraged. All I have to 
sav is, let the first-class men here take an indi- 
vidual interest in the gaces, and bear an indi- 
vidual responsibility. Let your own young men 
manage affairs and keep out strangers and 
outsiders. Racing in this country is 1n its 
infancy. It has made great progress in the 
last few years, andis becoming more popular 
with the people. This improvement has been 
made by cleaning out ghe black sheep and 
putting good men tothe front. When the 
people see that racingis done honestly and 
fairly then they will patronize it.’’ 

‘*What is your opinion of running four- 
mile heats?’’ 

‘*T am opposed to four-mile heats at the 
spring meetings but I am in favor of them at 
the fall meetings. I would suggest four-mile 
dashes for the spring meetings, but Iam op- 
posed to abolishing four-mile heats altogether. 
We must have them to keep up the ‘‘bottom’’ 
of our stock. A four-mile heat race is the 
only true test by which we can discover the 
best horses. Thereisa disposition to have 
short dashes, but I think it is a bad thing.’’ 

‘*What do you think of the criticism in- 
dulged in over the decision in the race yester- 
day between Bill Bass and Good Night?’’ 

**T think the Globe-Democrat has acted 
very foolish about it, and I don’t care who 
knows I say so. Itis just such talk as it gets 
up that will ruin your ‘club here.

Your judges ought to be taken 
among your own citizens, and 
then it could not be charged _ that 
outside influences had anything to do with 
their decisions.

‘‘Which do you consider- the best horse at 
present?’’

nothing at all, sir.

MR. FRANK BRUCE, 
of the Live Stock Record. Mr. Bruce is a 
fine-looking gentleman, past the age of forty- 
five perhaps, and has all turf matters at the 
tip of his tongue. 

**How are you pleased, Mr. Bruce?’’ 

**T think the last year’s meeting a little bet- 
ter, but this has been a good one. It has cer- 
tainly been financially successful, but 
there remain some improyements to be 
made. I was talking to Mr. Lackland, 
President of your association, and told him I 
thought he must arrange for more stakes. I 
think there ought to be one for every day in 
the week. They bring the people out. It is 
just those stakes that have made the Louis- 
ville races 80 popular, and you must get more 
of them here. The best horses will not come 
out for a purse, but stakes will bring out the 
very best in the country. 

‘*[ think everybody who has attended 
here this time is well pleased. The 
crowds here have been about as large 
as they are at any other city, almost as large 
as they are at Louisville.’’ 

‘*What do youthink wasthe cause of

horse firm of Dwyer Bros., who are the own- 
ers of Bramble, Warfield, Rhadamanthus, Kin- 
ney, Derby, and other celebrated flyers.

Dwyer has visited every important race track 
in America, and is thoroughly informed on all 
matters touching the turf. In appearance he 
is just the reverse of Gen. Buford, being quite 
small, but he has a quick eye, and is probably 
as good a judge of horseflesh as the stalwart 
Kentuckian. 

**What do you think of the triumph Parole 
has made in England?’’ 

‘*‘T am notsurprised, For short distances I 
think Parole about the best horse we ever 
bhad.’’ 

‘*Your first visit to St. Louis?’’ 

‘ ‘Yes. 99 

**How are you pleased?’’ 

‘*Very much. The meeting has beena suc- 
cessful one in every way. The track here is 
about the fastest in the country. I believe 
it is a faster track than 
the one at Louisville. The 
grounds are fine and the management seems 
to be excellent. I have some fault to find with 
the programme. I think the races were not 
properly distributed. There was too much on 
Thursday and too little on some of the other 
days. And I think a greater number of stakes 
would bean improvement. But, of course, 
the association here is too young yet to have 
allthese things. Stakes bring out the best 
horses in the country, and the people will al- 
ways turn out to see the celebrated horses.’’ 

‘*What do you think of the four-mile 
races?’’ 

**Tam opposed to them. You can’t geta 
man to put a good horse into a four-mile race.

**Where is Bramble to be run next?’’ 

‘*At Coney Island. He has already run 
in four races _ this season, and 
bas won them ail. His winnings 
last year amounted to $12,000,and I think they 
will amount to $15,000 this year. He is well 
worth $20,000, but I do not wantto sel. Lim. 
I bought him fox $2,200 afterI had watched 
his performances at several places. I regard 
him as the best horse in America. But own- 
ing fine horses is a very risky business. There 
is no telling what time they may break down 
or die on your bands.’’ 

‘*You did not bring any stock out here?’’ 

‘*No, I came out to look around and see if 
I could buy a good horse or two, but, so far, 
I have made no purchase. They are all be- 


yond my reach now, but by the time they get 
around to Saratoga I’ll get some of them. 
They will have made their records by that 
time and I will know what I am buying.’’

Novel Celebration of the Feast 
Yesterday.

The Franciscan Monks in Solemn Procession 
in South St. Louise 


The Franciscan monks are little known to 
the people of St. Louis, and their little monas- 
tery with its twelve monks has never obtruded 
itself on public notice until yesterday, when 
attbeir church of St. Anthany and in its 
neighborhood was witnessed one of the grand- 
est ceremonies of the Catholic Church,the ex- 
position and procession of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment. Last Thursday was the feast of Corpus 
Christi,the institution of the sacrament by our 
Lord. The feast originally fell 
on Thursday of Holy Week, 
but was passed by the church 
tothe Thursday after Trinity Sunday. This 
day is not a holiday of obligation in the diocese 
of St. Louis, so that the proper celebration of 
the day was deferred until Sunday. 

At7 o’clock in the morning an immense 
mass of people crowded into St. Anthony’s 
Church, a beautiful little edifice decorated in 
the highest style of ecclesiastical art, to hear 
low mass. As soon as the celebration was 


concluded 
A PROCESSION 


was formed justoutside of the church of all 
who proposed joining in the day’s rejoicings. 
At the head of the line were placed a number 
of young men; afterthem came little boys 
and girls, then the older parishioners. At the 
center of the procession was the Christian 
Brothers’ Band of forty pieces, which, under 
the direction of Mr. Gecks, discoursed sol- 
emn music between the various benedictions. 
Immediately behind the band were twenty 
little boys, each wearing a white lily; next 
walked twenty-five little girls all dressed in 
white, with baskets of flowers, strewing them 
on the road before the feet of the choir of six- 
teen Franciscan monks who followed after. 
These monks were chanting the solemn music 
of the church in advance of the canopy which 
was carried over the Blessed Sacra- 
ment by four laymen. Beneath the 
canopy Father Servetus bore the host, 
supported by two priests. The procession 
moved toward the residence of Mr. Withnell 
some blocks away. Here alittle altar had 
been fixed on a veranda of the house anda 
solemu benediction was given to the people. 
At the moment the host was exposed a gun 
was fired in the crowd, and on the signal a 
salvo from three anvils sounded 
back from the monastery yard. This salvo 
was repeated at each benediction. 

From Mr. Witbnell’s residence the line of 
march was to the Sacred Heart Convent at 
Maryville, where the procession met twenty- 
five of the nuns bearing lighted candies. Next 
to the nuns were the young ladies of the con- 
vent, all

with white veils, and ranged in twe [ines, 
threugh which the blessed sacrament was car- 
ried by the monks up to the long flight of 
stairs in front of the convent, where another 
altar had been erected. Here benediction was 
again given, and the same scene was repeated 
at the houses of Mr. John Byrne, Jr., 
and Mr. Slevin. From the iatter 
place _ the procession, at this 
time more than a mile long, passed back to St. 
Anthony's Church, where solemn high mass 
was celebrated by Father Mathias, and a 
few remarks were made by the. provincial of 
the Franciscan Order, Father Vincent. 

This mode of celebrating the feast of Corpus 
Christi is a very unusual onein America. It 
was practiced on one occasion, twenty-two 
years ago, by Fatber Hendricks, in Carondelet.

In every one of the overcrowded cities of 
the country, philanthropists are eagerly seek- 
ing some way of benefiting the workless 
workingmen, some way of giving them self- 
sustaining help which, while it will assist, will 
not pauperize the beneficiary. 

The Catholic Church has long been more 
than achurch to its children, and the very 
term mother, which is commonly applied to 
it, shows that, in the minds of its 
children, it has something more than a 
religious significance. Any step taken for 
the good of the Catholic poor is almost always 
under the direct care and supervision of the 
priest, whose whole study in life is the tem- 
poral as well as the spiritual welfare of his 
parishioners. But to afford relief to the thou- 
sands of unemployed in a great city like St. 
Louis needs very much more than the individ- 
ual exertions, however energetic, of any pas- 
tor. In recognition of these facts the St. Louis 
Colonization Society was formed directly 

UNDER THE AUSPICES OF THE CHURCH 
and directly for the help of its children. Its 
object is very simply stated: To provide new 
channels of industry for those who have been 
crowded to the wall in the stringent times be- 
hind 1879. Itis not the purpose to help the 
shiftless, the lazy, the worthless. In order 
to obtain the benefits held out bythe associa- 
tion, some little money and a 
good reputation are essentials, and it is plain- 
ly indicated that only hard work on the col- 
ony’s lands can hope for ultimate reward. 

The experiment of making farmers of those 
who have been all their lives mechanics or la- 
borers fias, of course, its impracticable side 
also, but to meet this, and to assure the set- 
tler of the fairness of the association, it is 
laid down in the _ constitution that 
all the money “paid to the _ society 
for land will be refunded to the payer, less 
six per cent interest for the time he has occu- 
pied his land, when he is unable to complete 
the purchase. 

To understand the benefits of the colonizing 
idea a brief review of the expenses of a per- 
son going on a farm on his own responsibility 
may be of some value. To buy an ordinary 
farm under the best conditions 
that a stranger can get, even in 
the wilder parts of Missouri, implies the pos- 
session of considerable ready money. One 
hundred and sixty acres of good, uncleared 
land will cos@gt the least $800, of which sum 
one-third must be paid in cash, the balance in 
one and two years, with interest at ten per 


cent.

Six hundred and fifty dollars is a low esti- 
mate of the expense, and two of the heavier 
items in this table are avoided by the colo- 
nists, the first payment on the farm, and 
the expense of clearing and breaking, for 
usually they rent from older settlers enough 
land to put in their first crop, and hence do 
not have to pay out money for the clearing. 

The recent impulse given to the coloniza- 
tion movement by the issue of the meeting 
held in New York, where, as soon as the‘sub- 
ject was understood, $8,000 was subscribed in 
one night, has awakened renewed interest in 
the association here. The St. Louis society 
was Organized in February. 1877, and hence is 
one of the pioneers in this 

WESTWARD MOVEMENT OF THE CELT. 
While this body has not been so promin- 
ently before the people as it was a couple of 
years agu, it has by no means relinquished its 
efforts to provide homes for the Catholic poor 
of St. Louis. 

Shortly after its organization the association 
was incorporated under the laws 
of Missouri, and it is now offi- 
cered by Mr. Patrick McGrath as 
president, and Mr. Kelly as secretary. One 
ef the first steps of a colonization society is, 
of course, to secure proper land, and this was 
done as soon as practicable, 12,181.17 acres 
being purchased in Kansas, from the Union 
Pacific Railway Company,to be paid for in ten 
years, at the rate of $3 60 the acre. This pur- 
ghase money was insured by the issue of 50,- 
000 shares of stock at one dollar per share. 
When the land came into the possession of the 
society it was graded into a number ofde- 
grees, at prices ranging from $2 55 to $4 60 per 
acre, and fixed upon 

TILE EASIEST TERMS POSSIBLE 
with regard totime. Itis sold to the settler 
in this way: On taking possession, the colonist 
pays in cash the interest at six per cent for 
one year of the value of the land. 
At the end of the year  one-seventh 
of the principal with interest on the balance 
for one vear must be paid, and so on, year by 
year, until the whole debt is canceled, where- 
upon a deed in fee simple is given to the settler. 

These terms are, of course, remarkably easy, 
so much so that any one who wishes may be- 
come a land owner. There was one re- 
striction put upon settlers, that no 
one can purchase more tnan 160 acres of land, 
but by a more recent action of the board this 
limitation is abolished, and a man may now 
take as much as he thinks he can pay for. 

The location of the land is a very favorable 
one, being in the midst of the well- 
watered county of Pottawatomie, in 
the northeast part .of the State of 
Kansas. Timber is very scarce, but coal is 
found in large quantities on the lands, and 
the extreme fertility of the soil, the excellence 
of the water, and the salubrity of the climate 
combine to make ita most fit locality for 

A PROSPEROUS AND HAPPY COMMUNITY. 

Of course the intending colonist must have 
some money to start with, but a _ care- 
ful reckoning af all his expen- 
ses for food and shelter, live stock, 
transportation and first payment on his farm 
puts the amount at $400, a sum which will 
carry him safely into the period when the 
farm begins to pay. 

Up to the present time about sixty families, 
averaging five persons, have availed them- 
selves of the opportunities offered, and trayv- 
eled the 420 miles to Pottawatomie to settle 
in the prairies of the great Northwest. 

They came mostly. of course, from St. 
Louis, but Illinois, New York and Indiana, 
have each sent their quota. Upon their ar- 
rival the colonists went vigorously to work 
pleting crops andorchards; so far their best 
yield has been corn, the wheat being rather 
a failure. New settlers now going 
up generally rent land from 
the older inhabitants, while they 
are clearing theirown ground. The average 
cost of breaking 1s $2 50 per acre. 

This is an accurate statement of what the 
society can and will do.

marriage more than made up for the loss of 
legal business caused by the repel of the 
bankruptcy act. 

But it now appears that, common as divorce 
is in Massachusetts, it is not so frequént as in 
the other New England States. e New 
Haven Journal finds that the ratio of ‘divorce 
to marriage has been as follows during the last 
few years in four of the New England States: 
Vermont, 1to16; Massachusetts, 1 to 23.7; 
Rhode Island, 1 to 13; Connecticut, 1 to 20.4. 
If Maine and New Hampshire have a lie 
divorce record, the number of couples in the 
New England States who make shipwreck of 
matrimony must be net far from 1,800 annu- 
ally. 


These are figures to eels people think very 


seriously. So greata tag mer of divorees 
indicates both a surprising laxity of morals 
and a prevalence of skeptical ideas regarding 
the solemnity uf marriage in the land of steady 
habits. We used to look to the newer com- 
munities of the West for such a state of soci- 
ety; but now we find it in the home of the 
Puritabs, and among their descendants espe- 


cially. 
Moreover, this remarkable record of 


divorce, which puts the States named among 
those of the world where marriage is least 
permanent and of least binding force—a 
record which has few parallels in history— 
is Only one of several symptoms of moral 
decline in New England, or of a disposition 
to chafe under tbe religious and conven- 
tional restraints ‘which the Puritan fore- 
fathers deemed essential to the well-being of 
society. Thereports fromthe New England 
villages show that church-going is falling into 
disuse: that while the Irish and French Cana- 
dian Catholics are punctual in their attendance 
at mass, the native Protestants are frequently 
Yound altegether indifferent to religious ser- 
vices, or only occasional in their attendance 
on them.

A Day’s Record of Crime—Cases in the 
Police Courts.

Thecrowd made their escape and the 
wounded man was conveyed to his residence, 
where he died within a few days, from the ef- 
fect of his wound. There was no attempt 
made to convict Parker at the time 
and the matter was almost 
torgotten when the grand jury unearthed 
it some three months ago, and on an investi- 
gation found an indictment Of murder. The 
detense will be ablv represented when the case 
comestotrial, and it is rumored that from 
some unknown cause the pleaof insanity will 
not be entered.

Comment on the action of the judges is plen- 
tiful and acrid. The gentleman who comes in 
for the greatest share of abuse is, of 
course, Zeb Ward, whose conduct 
is openly criticised on all hands, 

It is asserted, and on excellent authority, 
that Ward came to Stoval andinduced him to 
enter his claim of foul, and it is also said that 
Cathcart declares emphatically that Mr. Ward 
bought pools on Good Night. 

Mr. Tom Gallagher, of the Turf, 
Field and Farm, isin possession of evidence 
in reference to all _ these assertions, 
but he is at present absent from the 

ity. 
tas THE STORY OF THE RACE 
is, that atthe start Good Night had the in- 
side, but without any rightto holdit. The 
rule of the English turf is that when a horse 
is two lengths ahead it can choose itsown part 
of the track, and Bill Bass 
already had this right. At the time 
of the foul it was evident that Good Night 
was not crowded out of his space, as his jock- 
ey was riding him at his very best gait. Mr. 
Clark’s well-known aversion to Spillman, 
Bill Bass’ rider, is said to have been another 
factor in the decision, and _ the 
fact that Spillman was immedi- 
ately reinstated, when, if he were guilty 
of fouling, he should be barred from the turf 
altogether, is another element in the popular 
verdict that the ‘‘foul’’ deeision was a little 
the worst piece of snide business the Ameri- 
can turf has ever witnessed. ‘‘Good Night’’ 
is a Kentucky horse, owned by Mr. 
Buford, a Kentuckian. Two of 
the judges, Messrs. Clark 
and Ward, are Kentuckians. Mr. Lackland 
knows nothing about turf matters, and the 
general impression is that a very Kentucky 
verdict was the result. 

UNDER THE PRESENT TROTTING LAW 

a judge oas a right to buy pools, at least it is 
not forbidden, and Zeb Ward has availed 
himself of this, as he has done on many pre- 
vious occasions. All the facts given 
above are open secrets, and a 
reporter called on Mr. Sam Ecker to ascertain 
how the judgment struck him. 

Mr. Ecker said that he could not say any- 
thing. He had lost his money, and it wasn’t 
his place to squeal, but the general opinion, 
even among Kentucky men, was _ that 
the decision was an outrage.
